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THE MESSAGE. 


President 
Cleveland's 
Annual 
Address to Consress. 


Opposed to BecognÌKingr the Cnban Instir- 
siix'gents as Belligérants—Renews His 
Former CuiTency Recommendations. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—^The reas- 
sembling of congress today for the 
closing session of the fiftj^-fourth 
congress was an occasion of unusual 
brilliancy and interest. 
The open- 
ing day is always- a gala affair, 
marking, as it does, the official in- 
auguration of the social, as w^ell as 
the political season in Washington, 
but today it was all the more inter- 
esting because of the long and hard 
fought political battle that had been 
waged during the recess. 
The 
weather was perfect, 
clear and 
fairly warm. 


The throngs who streamed up the 
hill to witness the opening cere- 
monies formed an unorganized civic 
pageant. Gay equipages, with a 
rattle of chains, drawn by prancing 
steeds conveyed the diplomats, the 
fashionables and the more promi- 
nent in official life. These elegant 
turn-outs moved side by side with 
one-horse, ramshackle 
cabs and 
other nondescript two-wheelers, con- 
veying legislators and visitors. The 
unnumbered thousands' moved up, 
Pennsylvania avenue on foot or in 
street cars. 
The corridors and gal- 
leries were soon thronged, there 
were demonstrations for conspicu- 
ously prominent statesmen, and at 
last came the drop of the gavel and 
the regular ceremonies attending 
the ope^iing of the session and the 
reception of the president's annual 
communication to congress. Fol- 
lowing is a synopsis of the message 
read to both houses : 


"As representatives of the people 
in the legislative branch of the gov-, 
emment, you have assembled at a, 
time when the strength and excel- 
lence of our free institutions and the 
fitness of our citizens to enjoy popu-. 
lar rule have again been made mani- 
fest. A political contest involving 
momentous consequences, fraught 
with feverish apprehension, and ere-. 
atihg aggressiveness so intense as to 
approach bitterness and passion, has, 
been waged throughout our land, 
and determined by thè décree of. 
free and independent suffrage, with- 
out disturbance of our tranquility or 
thé least sign of wi^kness in our 
natibnai structure. When we con- 
sider/thòse incidents and contem- 
plate the peaceftiû. obedience and 
manly subimssi^ which 
ce#éà rpi k 
%pînî^s7! W^'^MvèF abun 
dence of a determination oh the 
pari; of oùr co^trymen to abide by. 
every verdict of the popular will 
and l)e controlled at all times by an 
abiding faith in the agencies estab- 
lished, for the direction of the affairs 
of their government. 
Thus our 
people exhibit a patriotic disposi- 
tion, which entitles them to demand 
of those who -undertake to make and 
execute their laws such faithful and 
unselfish service in their behalf as 
can only be prompted by a serious 
appreciation of the trust and confi- 
dence which, by the acceptance of 
public duty, invites." 


With this analysis of the recent 
election President Cleveland begins 
his annual 
message to congress. 
The document comprises more than 
20,000 words. It contains, besides a 
wealth of departmental informa- 


state. The protest that civil gov- 
ernment exists on the island, except 
so far as Spain is able to maintain 
it, has been practically abandoned. 
But that exception being made, the 
entire coimtrj^ is either given over 
to anarchj'-, or is subject to a mili- 
tary occupation of the one or the 
other party. It is reported, indeed, 
on reliable authority, that at the de- 
mand of the commander-in-chief of 
the insurgent army, the putative 
Cuban government has now given 
up all attempts to exercise its func- 
tions. Leaving that 
government 
confessedly—but there is the best 
reason for supposing it always to 
have been in fact—^ government 
merely on paper. . President Cleve- 
land is disposed to acknowledge the 
superiority of the Spanish arms and 
of the Cuban tactics. He says, how- 
ever, unless there is a speedy contest 
in the open issue, the policy of the 
Spanish government not to inter- 
fere with the destruction of property 
will destroy the facility, productive- 
ness and consequent 
commercial 
value of the island. 


The message points out the many 
entangling interests of the United 
States in Cuba. Almost $50,000,000 
of American capital is invested there 
and the trade before the revolution 
reached $100,000,000 annually. Our 
concern in Cuba is therefore neither 
sentimental or wholly philanthropic, 
but we are in many ways both vex- 
atiously and to much cost involved 
in the present contest. He points 
out the difficulties which we are 
subjected to by reason of the many 
Cuban residents who are naturalized 
Americans and who, while aiding 
the; insurrection 
through 
public 
meetings, the press, war funds, and 
other means, require the constant 
vigilance of the authorities at Wash- 
ington. Besides this, the natural 
sympathy of the people of this 
country, with those who struggle 
for a better and freer government, 
combined with the adventurous and 
restless elements in our population, 
makes the position of the United 
States, in its declared neutrality, 
most difficult to maintain. 
These 
entanglements and considerations of 
phUanthrophy and humanity in gen- 
eral, have led to a vehement de- 
mand iü various quarters, for some 
sort of positive intervention on the 
part of the United States. 


The president declares agamst ac- 
cording belligerent rights, does not 
think Spain desires to sell and depre- 
cates a war with Spain as a settle- 
ment of the question on the ground 
that might is not sufficient reason 
for this country to violate its uni- 
versal, reputation as the most pacific 
of powers and the desire of ife peo- 
ple to live in amity with all the 
World. The United States, he says, 
has plenty of territory and should" 
continue to manifest its patient 
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tion and statistics, a succinct review 
of the Cuban revoliition without 
committing the United States gov- 
ernment to an avowal of hostility, 
either against ' the sovereignty of 
j Spain or the Cuban insurgents. 


President Cleveland begins that 
portion of his message devoted to 
foreign affairs by referring congress 
to the report of the secretary of 
state for all details in connection 
with minor matters. He then de- 
clares that the disturbed condition 
in Asiatic Turkey has assumed a less 
hideous and bloody aspect during 
the past year, owing to the decisive 
action on the pari, of the great 
nations, and the consequent awaken- 
ing of the Turkish government to 
demand of human civilization. As 
far as the United States govern- 
ment is concerned, it has left un- 
done nothing for the protection of 
American missionaries and citizens 
in the Ottoman empire. 
Continu- 
ing, the president says : "I do not 
believe that the present sombre 
prospects in Turkey will be long 
permitted to offend the sight of 
Christendom. 
It so mars the 
humane and enlightened civiliziition 
that belongs to the close of the nine- 
teenth «"entury, that it seems hardly 
possible that the earnest demand of 
good peoi)le throughont the Chi-is- 
tian world for its corrective treat- 
ment, will remain unanswered. " 


President Cleveland, in dealing 
with the Cuban situation, unaltera- 
bly ojjposes the recognition of the 
insurgents as belligerents. He be- 
lieves the situation to be too delicate 


« 


for any intervention on the i)art of 
the United States at the i^resent 
time—although his message strongly 
hints that the ultimate outcome 
may require an aggressive stand on 
the part of this government. 
With 
the greatest delicac}'- he devotes a 
large portion of his message to a re- 
view of the sitiiation and ijoints as 
a solution of the vexed i>roblem the 
offer to Cuba on the part of Spain of 
genuine autonomy. The insurrec- 
tion, he declares, still continues with 
all its perplexities. No decision has 
been reached in the trial at arms. 
If Spain has not yet re-established 
her authority, neither 
have the 
insurgents yet made good their title 
to be regarded as an independent 


endurance, which is no slight testi- 
monial of the regard for Spain on 
the part of the American people. 
While remembering the part Sijain 
has played in the history of the 
western hemisphere, neither the 
people nor the government of the 
United States, have shut their eyes 
to the course of Spain in this con- 
test. 
After summing up complica- 
tions of international law bearing on 
the case, the president says : 


It would indeed seem that if 
Spain should offer to Cuba genuine 
autonomy a measure of home rule, 
which, while preserving the sover- 
eignty of Spain, would satisfy aU 
reasonable requirements of her Cu- 
ban subjects, there should be no 
just reason why the pacification of 
the island might not be effiected on 
that basis. It would put the pros- 
perity of the island on the fortunes 
of its inhabitants within their own 
control, without serving the natural 
and ancient ties which bind them to 
the mother country. It has been 
intimated to Spain, and that coun- 
try does not seem unwilling to adopt 
the suggestion, that the United 
States act as mediator in bringing 
about this result. At the same time 
Spain demands that the insurgents 
lay down their arms before a com- 
promise will be considered, and the 
Cubans insist upon something more 
definite than promise of autonomy 
before they will consent to do so. " 
In any event, the president says the 
United States should make no at- 
tempt to acquire the island and 
should prevent any other power 
from acquiring it. If, however, the 
inability of Spain to demonstrate its 
sovereignty becomes manifest, the 
United States should not hesitate to 
recoginize and discharge its duties 
without in any way stimulating a 
disregard to duty or ill-timed ex- 
pression of feeling. 


Briefly touching the Venezuelan 
boundary question and the Behring 
sea complications, 
the president 
then devotes himself to internal af- 
fairs. 


His message takes up in detail the 
various departments of the national 
government. In the treasury de- 
partment the receipts for 1896 were 
$409,475,408.78; expenditures, $4154,- 
678,654.48 ; decrease, $25,203,245.70. 
Value of dutiable imi^orts, $369,757,- 
470 ; value of free imports, $409,967,- 
470; total increase, 
$457,547,000. 
Value of exports, $882,606,9:58; in- 
crease over preceding year, $75,068,- 
773. 
Gold exported," $112,409.947; 
silver exported, $60,541,670 ; gold in- 
crease, $45,941,466 ; silver increase, 
$13,246,384. 
Gold imports, $83,- 
525,065 ; silver, $28,777,186; a de- 
crease of $2,859,695 of gold and in- 
crease of $8,566,007 of silver. 
Total 
metal money in the United States 
July 1, 1896, $1,228,326,045, of Avhich 
$599,597,964 was gold and $628,728,- 
071 was silver. November 1, 1896, 
the total of money in the Unit,ed 
States was $2,285,410,590 and the 
amount in circulation, exclusive of 


treasury holdings, was $1,627,055,- 
641, or $22.63 per capita on a popu- 
lation of 71,902,000. 
The coinage 
of these metals tliroughotit the 
world the same year was $232,701,- 
438 in gold and $121,996,219 in sil- 
ver. 


October 1, 1896, there were 3,679 
national banks in operation with 
$3,263,685,000 resources. 
Of the 
liabilities $1,590,891,058.03 was due 
depositors and $210,000,000 was in 
outstanding circulation notes. Twen- 
ty-eight new banks were organized 
and thirty-seven surrendered their 
charters, while for tewnty-seven 
others receivers 
were appointed. 
State banks to the number of 5,708 
are in existence dtiring the year; 
340,468 immigrants arrived bringing 
to this country more than $500,000. 


In reviewing the war department 
the president does not recommend 
an increased army, as he says the 
organized militia numbers 112,879 
men and costs $3,200,000 ammally 
which should suffice. He believes 
both the regular army and militia 
should have more money for equip- 
ments. 


Regarding the navy, the president 
commends the expenditure of money 
for coast defenses and declares his 
belief in the ability of the govern- 
ment to build its own vessels and 
equipments and is opposed to paying 
any further speed contests. 
He 
recommends a plan for laying up 
ships in reserve so as to reduce the 
cost of maintaining 
our vessels 
afloat. Eight new cruisers and two 
new gunboats have been constructed 
and the chief executive says Ameri- 
can ships are equal to any afloat. 
The president thinks federal offend- 
ers should be confined in the govern- 
ment prisons. 


The postoffice department, he says, 
is in good condition, with a deficit of 
$8,000,000, owing to a reduction of 
postal duties and the increase of 
proportionate 
revenue 
of the 
low class mail matter. 


The total, Indian population is 
177,333. The president believes the 
Indians show improvement under 
government management and re- 
commends they be looked after by a 
commission, one of whom shall bq 
an army officer. 


President Cleveland, hits the pen- 
sion grabbers a hard , blow. 
He 
shows that last year the number of 
pensioners materially increasetl im- 
til the list is the largest ever re- 
ported, numbering 970,678 persons 
andcostmg $138,314,761.90. 


He demands the speedy settlement 
of the Pacific railway loans and 
graiits, especially the foreclosure of 
the Union Pacific mortgage. 


He shows in the agricultural d^ 
partment that ,the value of farm 
products exported in 1896 amounted 
to $570,000,000. 


He is opposed to further gratu- 
itious distribution of seed. 


The inter-state 
commerce and 
civil service laws are highly com- 
mended. 


While admitting a deficit of a lit- 
tle more than $25,000,000, the presi- 
dent defends the Wilson tariff bill 
having opened lap the foreign 
as 
markets and stimulated trade with 
other countries. The present bill, 
he says, will yield sufficient revenue 
if given a fair trial but the deficit 
was to be expected in the face of the 
business depression of the past two 
years. He defends the drafts made 
on the reserve fund as, he says, it 
is immeasurably better to appropri- 
ate our surplus to the payment of 
justifiable exi>enses, than to allow it 
to become an invitation to reckless 
appropriation and extravagant ex- 
penditures. 


The 
president 
alludes to our 
financial methods as weak and 
vicious and asks a prompt reform of 
the system, which is opposed to 
eyery rule of sound finance and is 
shown by experience to be fraught 
with grievous peril and perplexity. 


He refers to the late contest as 
being a greater menace to property 
than the late ciyil w^ar. He de- 
clares financial peace cannot be se- 
cured until government currency 
obligations upon which gold may be 
demanded are withdrawn from cir- 
culation and cancelled. He advo- 
cates their exchange for long _ term 
low interest bonds or their redemp- 
tion with the proceeds of such 
bonds. If this is not done, he be- 
lieves such currency 
obligations 
when redeemed should be cancelled 
instead of being reissued. 
National 
banks should redeem their own 
notes. They should be allowed to 
issue circulation to the par value of 
their deposited securitj'- and their 
circulation tax should be reduced to 
one-fourth of 1 per cent. 


Summing up the financial .situa- 
tion, the president says : 
' 'The en- 
tire case may be presented by the 
statement that the day of sense and 
sound financial method will not 
dawn upon us until our government 
abandons the banking business and 
the accumulation of funds and con- 
fines its monetaiy operations to the 
receii)t of the money contributed by 
the people f(jr its support and 
to 
the 
expenditure 
of 
sucli 
money for the peoi)le\s henofit. 
Our business interests and all good 
citizens long for rest from feverish 
agitation, and the inauguration by 
the government of a reformed fin- 
ancial policy whicih will (^neouragci 
entori)rise and make certain th(i re- 
'svards of labor and interests. " 


After denouncing th<i tendenc-y of 
the times toward the creation of 
trusts and monopolies which the 
president says, tc^nds to crush out 
individual independence and to hin- 
der or prevent th(i use of free use of 
human facilities and the full devel- 
opment of human character, the 
president appeals to congress to ex- 
J ercise rigid economy. The way of 


perplexing extravagance is easy hnt 
a return to frugality is difficult. 


He then concludes as follows : 
"When our differences are foi'gotten 
and our contests of political oi)inion 
are no longer remembered, nothing 
in the retrospect of our public serv- 
ice will be as fortunate and com- 
forting as the recollection of official 
duty performed, and a memory of a 
constant devotion to the interests of 
our confiding fellow cotintrymen. " 
GROVER CLEVELAND. 


SECRETARY OLNEY'S REPORT. 


For the first time within the 
memory of old officials the secretary 
of state has made a regular report 
to the president for transmission to 
congress, like the reports of other 
officers of the cabinet. Tliis report 
was laid before congress today as an 
appendix to the president's message. 
It treats of many details of our re- 
lations during the past year with 
foreign governments that are not 
touched at ,all in the message or 
were more briefly treated. 
Under 
the h ^ d fiff Spain, Secretary Olney 
has much to say in reference to Cuba 
and in his report he sets out in great 
detail theliistory of the growth of 
the rebellicm ; the present evil state 
of affairs on the island and other 
facts upon which the president basis 
his broad statements and conclu- 
sions. 
ÎN"o reference is made of a 
report from Consul General Lèe but 
the secretary intimates that his in- 
formation comes principally from 
the United States consul and must 
be regarded as confidential as to its 
source. 


The secretary's estimate of the 
present situation is disclosed in the 
following paragraph, made after a 
preliminaiiy statement of the de- 
structioi^t of the industrial resources 
of Cuba: 


"From whatever point of view we 
regard the matter, it is impossible 
not to discern that a state of things 
exists at our doors alike dangerous 
to good relations, destructive of 
legitimate commerce, fatal to the 
internal resources of Cuba and most 
vexatious and trying because entail- 
ing upon this government excessive 
burdensdn'its democratic adminis- 
tration and its outward relations. 
This situation cannot be continued 
without growing still worse, and the 
time may not be far distant when 
the United States must seriously 
consider whether its rights and in- 
terests, as well as its international 
duties in view of its peculiar rela- 
tions to the island, do not call for 
some decided change in the policy 
hitherto, pursued. ' ' 


To begin with, 
the secretary 
makes, it Jilain that the present in- 
surrection is far more formidable 
than the'famous "ten-year insurrec^ 
tion, " which began at Yara in 1868. 
He says that, starting in the same 
portion of the island, it very early 
took proportions beyond its prede- 
cessor and therewith assumed an 
aggressive phase. Passing the de- 
fensive lines, or trochas, traversing 
the island from north to south, 
formidable bodies of the revolution- 
ary forces early in the year estab- 
lished themselves in the rich sugar 
planting districts of Santa Clara, 
Cienfugos and Mantanzas, made 
hostile forays almost in sight of 
Havana itself, and, advancing west- 
ward, effected a lodgment in the 
fertile tobacco fields of Pinar del 
Rio, which has so far resisted all 
efforts of the Spanish force to over- 
come. 


The secretary says that while no 
promineht points have been attacked 
by the insurgents, a large part of 
the 3,300 miles of sea coast is prac- 
tically in their hands and with its 
wild and rugged character, is pecu- 
liarly fitted for guerilla warfare and 
affords easy means of receiving sup- 
j)lies of men and arms : The secre- 
tary adds: 
"Wliile thus, in fact, 
controlling the largest part of the 
internal area of the whole island of 
Cuba, from Cape San Antonio to 
Cape 
Maize, 
and 
enjoying 
practically 
imlimited use of an 
equally 
large 
part 
of 
the 
coast, the revolutionary 
forces 
are scattered, being nowhere united 
for any length of time to form an 
army capable of attack or siege and 
fit to take the defensive in a pitched 
battle. 
Assembling suddenly at a 
given point, often in a single night, 
they make unexpected sallies or 
carry destruction to the tobacco and 
cane fields of Cuba, and at the first 
sign of organized assault they dis- 
Ijerse only to reassemble in like 
manner at some other spot. "

FATAL COLLISION. 


Two 
Trains 
Corne 
Together 
Witli Terrific Force. 


The Enjiineer and Firemaji of One Train 
Instantly Killed and a Dozen 
Injiired. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 7.'—A dis- 
ast.'"0us wreck occurred about 8 
o'clock this morning, about three- 
quarters of a mile west of Storr's 
statior, on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southw estem railway, in which two 
persons were killed and a num])er 
injured. The trains colliding were 
No. 22, an accommodation coming 
in from CoehLvan, Ind., and a special 
made up of a passenger coach and 
two private ca.vs. The special was 
carrying all t.'ae general officers of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Southwest- 
em, who were starting out to make 
a thorough inspection of the road. 
The engineer and conductor of the 
special had orders to follow fifteen 
minutes behind u- preceding regular 
train, and to keep out of the way 
of train 22, which had the right of 
w^ay. 


The special stopped at Storry,, 
where it should have :waited for N-o. 
33, but the engineer and conduct or 
both forgot the order concerning 
that train and pulled out. 
Waen 
three-quarters of a mile west of 
Storrs the trains came together. 
There was a fog which preve nted 
seeing clearly, so neithor engineer 
suspected a collision until the shock 
came. 


Engineer John Price and Fireman 
Homer Dixon, of the special, were 
instantly killed. 


Manager Geo. F. Randolph was 
severely injured, his collar bone 
being broken. 


General Passenger Agent J. M. 
Chesbrough was thrown through 
the glass of a door and his face 
severely cut. 


L. Zepernich, assistant engineer, 
riding on train No. 33, was badly 
bruised. 


Fred Moore, chief clerk to the 
chief engineer of the Big Four,. was 
badly cut. 


Charles E. Whiting, passennger, 
Lawrenceburg, Ind., badly injured. 


Charles Chapman, brakeman on 
the special, bruised. 


R, S. Johnson, 
superintendent 
telegraph, bruised. 


Tom Jones, engineer of train 32, 
badly hurt. 


N. H. Saxton, conductor of train 
33, bruised. 


P. H. Parvey, 
baggagemaster, 
severely bruised. 


Mrs. Alex Patterson, Aurora, Ind., 
severely hurt. 


The engines were badly wrecked. 
The property loss is estimated at

here and there, and it occurred 
to 
him that it might be possible to 
gather them nearly all in some one 
county, where they could have bet- 
ter advantag(is in observing 
their 
religious rites and in putting 
into 
practice their vitnvs on man.y sul)- 
jects. 
His ideas met with favor 
among' the leading Dunkards in the 
northern part of this state and so he 
set about forming a company to 
undertaki? the work. 


After ha^ang looked the state over 
he decided that Brown county was 
the most desirable place for the 
colony. 
It one of thi-ee isolated 
counties in the state without a rail- 
road. 
Nashville, the county seat, is 
on a hill, fourtejBn miles from the 
nearest railroad station. 
The way 
is over hills, some of which almost 
approach mountains in dimensions. 
There has been little development in 
the coimty during the quarter of a 
century. 
It wa>s settled by an easy- 
going people, who came for the most 
part from the mountains of North 
Carolina, and they have been con- 
tent to eke out a living and let the 
world outside wag along as it saw 
fit. 
About the only strangers who 
ever entered the county were the 
commei'cial 
travelers, 
who paid 
livery stable keepei-s extortionate 
rates to drive them oyer the hills to 
the one town with its half 
dozen 
stores. 
Once or twice ayeár for the 
last twenty years the sto^^ has come 
from the county that gold had been 
discovered there and a few anibi- 
tious inen usually drifted, in to dis- 
cover that there was only a little 
gold in the goi-ges, certainly not 
enough to warrant investment of 
money. 
' 


Last summer Mr. Everett went all 
over the county on horseback and 
he came out of it impressed m t h the 
fact that while there were no real 
gold miiies in the county there was 
a gold mine there for the man who 
invested money in the lands and im- 
proved them. 
He reported 
that 
while, there was much, hilly, worth- 
less land, there was a great deal of 
farm land as good as could be fomid 
in the state, with valuable deposits 
of building stone. 
In a little while 
he went back to the county and pur- 
chased 41,000 acres of the. ^ most de- 
sirable land. 
Immeiiiately 
after 
this purchase^he began to enter into 
the details of the arrangements with 
the dunkards of northern Indiana 
for their removal to th^.né,^^^.'colony., 
In a little while families were sell- 
ing their property and making ready 
to move. 
The first family entered 
the county about two months ago 
and Mr, Everett Im^ now settled 
twenty families in the colony. 


Mr. Everett says that within a 
few-months he will have 100 fami- 
lies in tlui colony. 
His correspon- 
dence indicates that the colonj^ is 
attracting the 
attention 
of 
the 
Dunkards everywhere. 
It hiis i-e- 
cently been indorsed by the news- 
papers published in the interest of 
the sect and Mr. Everett 
believes 
that all the land which he and his 
associates can purchase in the coun- 
ty will eventually bo occupied. 


Mr. Everett has broad ideas of 
what the colony will eventually bt^- 
c-o]ne. 
He thinks it possible to get 
most of the sect in the United States 
to move to the county. 
He has in 
mind that as soon as they shall have 
arrived in considei'able number a 
newspaper printed in their interest 
shall be e.stablished. 
Plans for a 
house of worship are already in 
hand. 
It is proposed to connect the 
city and the county by a railroad by 
and bj^. 


' 'Wo shall not construct the road 
for some time,'' said Mr. Everett. 
" 'Its entrance into the county would 
increase the price of land too rapidly. 
Wo Avi.sh to buy a good deal more 
land before it is built."

Abont the Only Genuine Specimens Are 
Iloainins Ttirougli Western China. 
The horse has become so thorough- 
ly domesticated in all parts of the 
world that really wild representa- 
tives of the species are extremely 
rare. There still exist in parts of 
Hungary jDartially wild horses, but 
these when captured young may be 
broken in and put to harness with 
as much readiness as horses reared 
on a farmstead. It is, however, far 
different with the wild horses of the 
Tartars, which are untamable and 
will not live in captivity. 


During his journey through west- 
ern China G. E. Grum Grizmailo 
met with a wild horse in the Dzun- 
garian desert, and after much trou- 
ble succeeded in securing two speci- 
mens. though neither of them were 
taken al iva. 
The herds are extremely 
cautious, and it was only by the ut- 
most patience and cunning that the 
explorers were able to conceal them- 
selves near enough to a small salt 
lake where the horses came to drink 
to shoot a couple of them. The wild 
horse has something in common 
with the Altai, Caucasian and Finn- 
ish ponies. It is of short stature— 
1,46 meters high—has a broad chest 
and back, a short massive neck and 
fine legs, as elegant as those of a 
race horse, ending with broad hoofs. 


The head is rather heavy in com- 
parison to the body, but the wide 
forehead is handsorue, the line from 
the forehead to the nose straight, 
and the upper lip covers the lower 
one. The upper part of the tail has 
the color of the body, but black at 
the point, and, like that of the wild 
ass, is not entirely covered with 
hair. The mane begins in front of 
the ears, the longest hairs being in 
its middle part. It is black in color 
and hangs over to the left. In the 
scantiness of hair about the body 
the wild horse rather resembles the 
Tekke Turcoman 
horse, but the 
killed specimens had a strange look- 
ing pair of whiskers, about four cen- 
timeters long, running from the ears 
to the chin. Its color is sandy in 
summer and light brown ij^ winter, 
with nearly white parts on the abdo- 
men. The forehead and cheeks are 
rather darker than the rest of the 
body, while the end of the snout is 
whitish. 
The legs are black, the 
spinal mark hardly exists ^nd en- 
tirely disappears in winter. 


In its manners ond mode of life 
the wild horse differs from the wild 
asses—the Ojighetais and the Ku- 
lans.. They stay in preference in the 
desert, while the asses prefer the 
mountains. The wild horses march 
in Indian file when they soent dan- 
ger and leave in the desert their 
track in the shape of well defined 
paths as they march from their 
abodes amid the desert hillocks to 
their drinking places. 


They neigh exaotly alike and have 
the characteristic growling, of our 
horses. The Mongols sometimes suc- 
ceed in catching young foals alive, 
but so far they have never been able 
to tame theifa, nor do the foalb live 
for any length of time whdn kept in 
captivity. They are very fleet of 
foot, and a herd when started rushes 
away with the velocity of , race 
horses,—Pittsburg Dispatch.

A Performance That leaves Nothing In- 
complete—Its Effects last I<oiig.' 


To some readers the treatment of so 
ordinary a subject as how to sweep a 
room may appear " superfluous,' but 
others, possibly of moré experiéinceí will 
realize how diflScult it is to secure a 
satisfactory accomplishment of the oper- 
ation, especially from 
hired 
help. 
S%veeping is an art, or, to be more cor- 
rect, it is one of the important labors 
that come under the head of domestic 
.science. As such Good Housekeeping 
devotes attention to it in the following 
words: 


To get a room ready for sweeping takes 
time. 
There should be a variety of 
brushes and cloths—a paint brush for 
removiug the dust that lodges iu cary- 
iug which cannot be reached by a duRt 
cloth, a stiffer brush for. the moldings 
coarser than carving.s, and a sharp knife 
for the corners, although it may hot be 
necessary to use the latter. ... 


'Now, if properly "arrayed" for the 
occasion—a dress of some irjaterial that 
will wash, a dust cap that covers the 
head and hands incased in gloves—all 
small, movable 
articles, 
ornaments, 
bric-a-brac, etc., should be dusted a«(? 
removed from the the room, rugs taken 
into the yard, well shaken and beaten, 
and left there until wanted, curtains 
rolled as high as possible and windows 
opened an inch or two. If there arc 
draperies at the window, they should b^i 
shaken and folded away or covered. 
Furniture that is too heavy to be set 
out of the room, should be dusted and 
covercvl with a sheet. All upholstered 
pieces need sweeping with a whisk 
broom. 


Having brushed the moldings at the 
top of the wall with a long handler« 
brush, begin at the farthest córner and 
sweep continuously toward the door, 
taking short strokes. After brushing a 
few strokes, sweeping a square yard of 
space one way of the carpet, sweep it 
over iu the opposite way. 
When the 
entire carpet lias been swept in this 
way, gather the dirt into the dustpan 
and burn it. Do not let the pan stand 
with the dust in it after the sweeping 
is done, but burn immediately. If the 
carpet i? extra dustj-, f;oir.c cniirsc Indian 
meal mixed with water, jupt enough to 
slightly moisten, scattered ever a .small 
placo at a time and .swept off 
lightly 
will take the dust v^iih it and brighten 
the colors in the carpet, fc'alt n^ay be 
sprinkled cn any carpet without hjurm 
ing it, Irat tea leaves, Indian meal or 
ai)3'thiiig wet .should be applied only to 
dark carpets. 


Aftpv the room has been sv,"ept two or 
tln.ee times, thoroiifilily aired—thewii!- 
dows having been tlinuvu wide open as 
fiüon as through 
sv>-eeping — Vv'alls 
brushed with a white cuiiton 
íl.'üuiel 
bag slipped over tlie end of tlie broom, 
carpet 
caretully 
goi:e over with a 
.«weeper and the woodv.ork wiped with 
a damp clntb wipe the surface of tiie 
carpet with a rlotii wet in warir. water 
to which has been iiddinl a fev»- drops oi' 
aniiiionia.

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REMARKABLE HEREDITY. 


Professor PellniRnn 
«»f 
lionn 
Unirerslty 
S]iow8 H o w CriiM« Begets Crime. 


The hereditability of crime has 
long been a proble^n that has exer- 
cised tlie minds of sociologists and 
criminologists of all countries. It is 
contended by some scientists that 
when a child develops criminal ])ro- 
flivities the fac.'t is due not—or at 
least not so much—to an inherently 
defective brain as to the tainted at- 
mosphere in which it is reared; that 
L'onscience, the moral sense —to quote 
the Avords of Dr. H. S. Williams in 
a recent e.ssay upon the subject—re- 
flects tlie individual environment 
during the period of plasticity, when 
conscience is forming—that is, in 
childhood and adolescence. 


Dr. Williams contends that there 
are good as well as bad tendencies in 
everybody, and that in the great 
majority of cases criminals have 
failed to better themselves simply 
because they were human and could 
not rise superior to the surroundings 
amid which they were born and 
brought up. 


There is a good deal of logic in 
this argument, which is that adopt- 
ed by many thinkers who have 
made a special study of this impor- 
tant question. 
But there is equal 
logic in the asseverations of others 
who claim that habitual criminality 
may be, and in many notable cases 
is, a form of moral degeneracy that 
is inherited, like certain bodily dis- 
eases and drunkenness. 


This latter contention has just re- 
ceived striking confirmation from 
Professor Pellmann of Bonn univer- 
sity, Germany. Professor Pellmann 
has made a profound study of drunk- 
enness, its causes and effects. With 
infinite labor and perseverance he 
has taken bad «ases of persons ad- 
dicted to inebriety in different parts 
of his country and traced the habit 
back through many generations un- 
til he has been able to present tabu-- 
lated biographies of hundreds de- 
scended from some original drunk- 
ard. 


Profe.ssor Pellmann now comes 
forward with the account of a Ger- 
man Jane Cakebread in the person 
of Frau Ada Jurke, who was born 
in the year 1740, and who, it is to be 
hoped, will forever hold her unen- 
viable record as the transmitter of 
depravity to more than 700 of her 
descendants. 


Frau Ada Jurke v/as 60 years of 
age when she ','paid her debt to na- 
tm'e,"andfor the last 40 years of 
her inglorious life v/as a drunkard, 
a thief and a tramp. Her descendants 
have numbered 834, of whom 709 
have been traced by Professor Pell- 
mann in local records from youth 
to death. 


Of the 709 he found that 106 were 
born out of wedlock. 
There were 
142 who Avere beggars, and 04 more 
who lived from charity. Of the wo- 
men 181 lived disreputable lives. 
Seventy-six' members of the family 
were convicts, of whimi 7 were sen- 
tenced f<jr murder. 
The remainder 
wei-e more or less addicted to excess- 
ive tippling. 


Altogether the Gennan savant es- 
timates that Fran Ada Jurke and 
her descendiints luivQ (.'ost th^lHate— 
that is, the taxpayers—no less than 
$125,000,000 for maintenance; etc. 


This monumental instance of in- 
herent 
depravity is ' certainly a 
strong argument in favor of those 
who assert that, however unexcep- 
tionable the environment of a child 
may be, and whatever advantages 
of lu'ccept and example it may en- 
joy, the taint of vice transmitted to 
it through successive generations 
will inevitably manifest itself at 
some period or other of its career.— 
New York Herald.

year-old boy, has been made to confess 
that ho was shamming. 


The confes.sion wag secured by the !n- 
troductionof torture of a mild kind, after 
kindness, reasoning and the benefits of the 
clergy had Jnet with flat failure. 
It was 
due to the sagacity of . the Rev. Father 
Casimir Sfcuczko, rector of the Holy Fam- 
ily pari.sh, who, after repeating the prayers 
of exorcism.over the youth for the eightieth 
time without avail, came to the conclusion 
that he was faking and compelled him to 
admit it by bending his fingers until they 
nearly broke at the knuckles. 


Young Koziolek has led the priests and 
his kin a painful chase with his clever 
masquerading, and nsiWical men, hypno- 
tists, faith healers, insanity experts and 
persons of position who take interest in 
psychological freaks have been doing the 
child homage for almos« a year as a phe- 
nomenon the like of which they were led 
to think had not been seen before.

Ho 1m- 
lioves tho situation to 1» toodolinito 
For any intervention on tho imrt of 
thn United State* at the present 
rtmo — although his message strongly 
fiint.s that tho ultimate onteomo 
may require nn nggroasivo stand on 
the part of this government.
